This plant, currently in trusteeship, was founded to control th® 
entire program of the Friedenau plan£ in the byent of an evacuation 
of Berlin. Withdrawal of the former business directors, Graf Wes- 
tarn and "’linsch, has considerably loosened Berlin s control over 
the Munich plants It is employing 320 men, but so far has been un® 
able to overcome initial difficulties sufficiently to start produc- 
tion. The planned central trusteeship over all subsidiaries would 
bring relief to this situation. Director Peters is in charge of 
business affairs and the technical managers are Decker and Pdscheio
